In su ll’s arrest was another blow to 
the aged financier who has fought for 
eighteen months to escape the clutches 
of American law. It provided another

that has arisen since lazuli sailed into 
the harbor of Istanbul 
aboard 
the 
dingy Greek treighter, Maiotis. 
Arrest of In sui I was ordered by the 
Turkish cabinet since Prosecutor Bey 
had announced he would not issue an 
order for his arrest until he had re­ 
ceived instructions from the cabinet. 
There was a possibility Insul might 
have to remain in jail many weeks if 
be should lie held until officers arrive 
from the United States. 
It was sug­ 
gested, 
however, 
a 
United 
States 
marshal might be appointed by cable 
from Washington to take him into cus­ 
tody immediately. 
Alone in the hotel De Londres, the 
fugitive Chicagoan was taken into cus­ 
tody, lr is face blanched when officers 
told him in must go to jail. His shoul­ 
ders sagged and he appeared old and 
broken. He seemed to those who saw 
him as lie was taken off a prisoner, to
